A S a teenage 
civil-rights 
supporter in 
Belfast, I remember 
when British troops 
were sent in to 
protect Catholic 
areas from gangs of 
Unionists burning 
homes. 

The purpose was to 
protect us, but the reality 
fell short. 

The inquiry into 
Derry’s ‘Bloody Sunday’ 
established that troops 
shot up a peaceful civil 
rights demonstration. 
Now Channel 4’s 
documentary on the 
‘Ballymurphy massacre’ 
with newly opened 
inquest gives another 
case. 

As detailed in the 
documentary, troops sent 
into a Catholic area of 


Belfast killed local 
people on the street, 
included one lying 
wounded on the ground 
and others trying to 
rescue injured friends 
and family. 

If, as Secretary of 
State for Wales Alun 
Cairns said (GEM, 
November 8), the 
majority fully complied 
with the law, it is hugely 
uncomfortable for them 
to be tarred with these 
clear exceptions. 

Some 47 years on, 
there can be no full 
justice but we must 
allow the long 
campaigned-for 
Ballymurphy inquest to 
run its course. 

Let the Coroner call 
as many of the 100 
named soldier-veterans 
as needed.

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‘Roads to 
ruin in Wales’ 


I N the Budget, 
the Chancellor 
announced that 
councils in England 
will get an 
immediate cash 
injection of £420 
million for fixing 
potholes, repairing 
damaged roads and 
maintaining 
bridges, while an 
additional £150m is 
being provided to 
improve road access 
for work places and 
high streets. 

I asked the Welsh 
Government what 

contribution they will be 
making to local 
authorities such as Vale 
to patch up and resurface 
roads in Wales. The 
answer is just £20m in 
2018-19, a third less than 
2017-18. 


Here’s the official 
reply in full: “Building 
on the £30m investment 
to local authorities in 
2017-18 to maintain and 
prevent the deterioration 
of the local roads 
network, the Welsh 
Government is providing 
a further £60m of capital 
funding over three years 
(£20m in each of 2018- 
19, 2019-20 and 2020- 
21) to support a local 
government road 

refurbishment 
programme throughout 
Wales.” 

So it’s pretty obvious 
that local road conditions 
are not going to improve 
dramatically any time 
soon.

Sue said: “It went out over the tannoy system and 
everyone on the beach and promenade stopped. It 
was absolutely amazing.” 

She thanked local RNLI volunteers Avril and Bill 
who helped to keep the dogs away from Din’s 
portrait while he was working.

movements of a 
man whose body 
was found on 
Penarth beach on 
Saturday, 
November 10, at 
around 3.30pm. 

Police were called to 
Penarth Esplanade to a 
report of an unconscious 
man on the beach just 
north of the pier. 

The emergency 
services attended and the 
52-year-old man was 
confirmed dead at the 
scene. 

The police have 
launched an 

investigation, but the 
death is not being treated 
as suspicious. 

Penarth Inspector 
Andy Rice said: “We are 
appealing to the public to 
help us trace the last 
movements of the 52- 
year-old man and to 
understand the 

circumstances that have 
tragically led to his 
death. 

“I am looking for 
anyone who may have 
seen him on Friday 
afternoon near Penarth 
beach or in the vicinity of 
the esplanade. He is 
described as white, five 


feet six inches tall, of 
medium build, with 
brown hair and brown 
eyes. 

“He was wearing a 
blue hooded jacket with a 
logo, jeans and white 
Adidas trainers with dark 
coloured stripes. 

“Anyone who may 
have seen him or anyone 
acting strangely in the 
area on Friday afternoon 
is asked to get in contact

Living tribute 
to the 700 
who never 
returned 


ft Barry’s Fallen ^ 
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One of the two plaques unveiled that pay 
tribute to the 700 people from Barry who never 
returned from the First World War. 
TWO plaques were unveiled on 
November 11, 2018 at Port Road, Barry, 
to commemorate the planting of 700 
British species of tree to represent the 700 
men and women from Barry who never 
returned to their home town following the 
horrors of the Great War. 

The living memorial was the idea of Rob Curtis, 
who thanked the volunteers of White Farm 
Conservation Group for planting the trees nearly five 
years ago, marking the start of the First World War, 
and the Woodland Trust for supplying the saplings. 


A THREE-storey 
block of flats will be 
built on the site of 
the former Dinam 
Hall in Barry, it has 
been reported. 

The hall was built on 
Merthyr Street in 1900 
and demolished in the 
1990s - making the 
vacant location a target 
for developers. 

The Vale Council says 
a new development will 
bring a new lease of life 
to the site and provide 
more accommodation for 
local people. 

A Plaid Cymru 
proposal to refuse 
planning permission 
because the building 
would be too big was 
defeated 13 votes to two 
with the Conservatives, 
Labour and independent 
councillors in favour of 
the plans. 

There will be nine 
flats, but Plaid 
councillors insist the 
height of the building is a 
problem. 

Cllr Millie Collins 
said: “Being three 

storeys high when all of 
the surrounding 

buildings are only two 
storeys means the size of 
the proposed building is 
inappropriately large for 
Merthyr Street and 

Belvedere Crescent. 

“It is also 

disappointing that they

think it appropriate to 
build nine flats with no 
residents’ parking or 
amenity space.” 

Cllr Ian Johnson, who 
voted against the scheme, 
added: “This building 
will completely dominate 
the street scene. A two- 
storey, six flat 
development would have 
been far better.” 

Ten objections were 
received by local 
residents, including a 
petition signed by around 
50 people. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, the 
Vale Cabinet member 
responsible for planning, 
explained: “All planning 
applications received by 
the council are 
thoroughly considered 


before any decision is 
made, with all relevant 
issues taken into account, 
including any impact on 
surrounding buildings, 
and all objections 
comprehensively 
reviewed. 

“This development

A BARRY bowls 
enthusiast has told 
The GEM he is 
concerned by 
figures Vale Council 
officers are quoting 
to maintain the 
playing facilities at 
a club. 


Jim Davies, who 
belongs to a council- 
maintained club and a 
private one, and has 
played the sport since 
the 1980s, said: “It isn’t 
often that we get the 
opportunity to highlight 
apparent profligacy by 
the Vale Council, but 


recent discussions 
regarding municipal 
bowls clubs give cause 
for some concern. 

“At a meeting with a 
local club a couple of 
weeks ago, an official 
from the council 
produced figures to the 
effect that it costs 
approximately £28,000 a 
year to fund a bowls 
club. 

“The Vale Council 
proposes to charge about 
£24,000 at a rate of 
£2,000 each month from 
the end of next year’s 
outdoor season, to 
mitigate the costs. 

“As well as belonging 
to a municipal club, I 
also belong to a private 
bowls club which is 
owned by the members. 

“Running costs come 
to an average of about 
£13,000 per annum. 
However, the green is 
cut by members. If our 
contractors cut the green 
the same amount of 
times as the council, the 
running costs would be 
about £2,000 per annum 
more.” 

Mr Davies wonders 
why the Vale Council’s 
figure is so much higher. 

Dave Knevett of the 
Vale Council explained 
that clubs were being 
given the chance of 
individual meetings,

with the council to 
examine whether they 
could take on 
management 
responsibilities 
themselves. 

He explained: “In the 
face of tougher 
challenges in delivering 
a wide range of services 
due to increasing 
pressures and reducing 
budgets, the previous 
level of subsidy is no 
longer available for 
outdoor sports provision, 
so the council is 
exploring new ways of 
operating. 

“We are currently in 
discussion with a 
number of clubs 
regarding the possibility 
of taking over 
management 
arrangements 
themselves. One 
advantage of this is that 
it may offer the chance 
to make significant 
savings, as highlighted 
in this case. 

“A series of meetings 
to explain the proposed 
changes have been held 
with sports clubs likely 
to be affected, with each 
club now having an 
opportunity to meet 
individually with the 
council to further 
investigate the 
possibility.”

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Aston Martin’s new St Athan 
home for BEY nearly complete 


WITH the unveiling 
of Aston Martin 
Lagonda’s first 
SUV scheduled for 
the last quarter of 
2019, work is 
progressing apace 
to complete the new 
St Athan production 
facility. The site, 
which started life as 
a series of Ministry 
of Defence ‘super 
hangars’, is being 
transformed into a 
manufacturing 
plant. 

One that will be the 
British marque’s second 
production facility and 
ultimately become the 
company’s ‘home of 
electrification’ when the 
marque’s planned BEV 
(battery electric vehicles) 
models enter production. 

Already home to some 
100 employees, St Athan 
is nearing completion 
with the Paint Shop fully 
installed and 

construction of the 
production line well 
underway. Once fully 
commissioned early in 
the first quarter of 2019, 
when production of the 
first prototype models 
will commence, the 
workforce will be 
boosted to nearer 200. 

More than 70 
employees are set to join 
the St Athan team having 
spent the last two-and-a- 
half years at Aston 
Martin Lagonda’s 
Gaydon Headquarters 
learning the Aston Martin 
way. 

This core group of 


experts will train new 
employees at the St 
Athan plant. They’re 
sure to be busy with the 
workforce steadily 
increasing during the first 
half of 2019, then 
increasing rapidly to 
more than 700 by the first 
quarter of 2020 as DBX 
production get fully 
underway. 

Dr Andy Palmer, 
Aston Martin Lagonda 
president and group chief 
executive officer, said: 
“As the St Athan facility 
nears completion, there is 
a very real sense this is 
the start of a bold new era 
for Aston Martin 
Lagonda. A second 
production facility is a 
critical step in delivering 
our Second Century Plan. 

“The St Athan facility 
will commence with the 
production of our first 
SUV but will ultimately 
be a global centre of 
excellence for the 
production of luxury high 
performance EVs, 
including Lagonda: the 
world’s first luxury 
electric automotive 
brand.”

Penarth Ramblers pay 
visit to ‘Virtuous Well’ 


SIXTEEN Penarth and 
District Ramblers recently 
joined Sylvia in the historic 
village of Trellech, which 
derived its name from three 
standing stones that hail back 
to the Bronze Age. 

After visiting the Virtuous Well, 
known for its cures of eye complaints 
and women’s illnesses, they headed 
into fields beside the Penarth Brook 
and into Woolpitch Wood to view the 
remains of Trellech blast furnace, 
where iron ore was smelted to make 
pig iron. 

After a morning break with grand 
views of the Monmouthshire 
countryside and the central Beacons, 
some road walking led them to Hygga 
Larm with its delightful red sandstone 
dovecote. 

Passing the Iron Age Lfynnon Gaer 
hillfort and entering pretty moss and 
leaf covered tracks in Ninewells Wood, 
they stopped for lunch in a leafy glade. 

Ancient tracks brought them to 
Cleddon Shoots, a waterfall which 
drops down the hillside to Llandogo, 
then past Cleddon Hall, the birthplace 
of Bertrand Russell. They then went 
through Cuckoo Wood with its brilliant 
views over the River Wye. 

Prom part of the Wye Valley Walk, 
they deviated through Parson’s 
Allotment and Beacon Hill and made 
their way through fields with grand 
views of the tall spire of St Nicholas 
Church, re-entered the village and 
returned to their start, just as misty rain 
turned heavier. 

A group of 11 walkers joined Joy on 
an overcast morning for ‘Shortish 
Strides’, a series of local walks for 
those who would prefer only a 
morning walk. 

Heading down through Cwm Cidi, 
the ‘valley of the black dog’, into 
Porthkerry Country Park, a narrow 
leaf-strewn path led them uphill. They 


crossed West Ridge for the descent and 
followed the Whitelands Brook 
towards the 17th century Old Rectory, 
surrounded by beautiful autumnal 
tinted trees. 

Crossing a meadow with a grand 
view of the 110-foot Porthkerry 
Viaduct which still carries the Vale line 
down to Bridgend, a steep sunken lane 
brought them uphill to Porthkerry 
village green. 

By a quiet lane, they entered 
Porthkerry Leisure Park before 
deviating through the Iron Age hillfort 
of the Bulwarks, where a slippery 
muddy path led them downhill to 
Porthkerry Bay, with its vast pebble 
beach leading to Cold Knap. 

After clambering up the Golden 
Stairs and along the cliff at Marine 
Drive, they descended to Cold Knap 
for refreshments before making their 
way through the Knap gardens and into 
Romilly Park. 

Passing through the locally-quarried 
Gorsedd Stones that were erected in 
1920, they crossed Cwm Barri and the 
Pour Pields for the descent into the 
Millwood, returning to their start by 
way of Pontypridd Road. 

On November 17, meet at 8.30am at 
Cogan Leisure Centre for a nine-mile 
moderate walk in the Tredegar area,

A war memorial 


that has survived 
the ravages of 
time - but not the 
vandal’s spray can 



SAY ‘Boys’ Village’ 
to people of a 
certain age in the 
western Vale, and a 
fuzzy memory may 
start to appear. 

Opened in Aberthaw 
as a holiday camp in the 
1920s for young colliers 
to have a break from the 
hell of the pits, it closed 
in the early 1990s. This 
was after having been 
requisitioned during 
World War Two before 
being released and 
returning to its previous 
function. 

Lor The GEM, 
however, it is less about 
the use of the site, long 
since abandoned but 
with fresh graffiti and 
signs of vandalism, and 
more about its war 
memorial. 

Readers may have 
seen two recent pieces - 
one about the memorial 
to the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry and another 
about a solitary war 
grave alone in a 
cemetery - in the paper 
or online. 

Theses hidden, partly 
forgotten, treasures are, 
in their way, more 
impressive than almost 
all the exhibitions and 
events laid on for this 
year’s 

Remembrancetide. 

The inscription reads: 
SAINT ATHAN 
DEDICATED TO THE 
MEMORY OF 
THE YOUTH OF ALL 
NATIONS WHO FELL 
THAT WAR MIGHT 
END. 

BY THE BOYS OF 
THE SOUTH WALES 
COALFIELD WHO AT 
THIS ALTAR 
DEDICATE 
THEMSELVES 


TO COMPLETE THE 
TASK 

SO NOBLY BEGUN 
1914-1918 
1939-1945

I DDYNION 
EWYLLYS DA 
This war memorial, 
with its quaintly hopeful 
message of peace, has 
not escaped deliberate 
damage, but is less 
vandalised than other 
parts of the site. Even 
last year’s poppy wreath 
remains. 

Perhaps those 
responsible for 
vandalising the 
deconsecrated church 
and other buildings on 
the site retained a 
modicum of respect. 

GEM staff were taken 
around the site by the 
current owners, who 
wonder what can or 


should be done with the 
site, but do wonder what 
readers think. 

The 10-acre former 
village - its sports 
pitches while overgrown 
remain level, even if 
most of the buildings are 
ruined - was visited by 
an officer of South 
Wales Police as we 
toured the hazardous, 
but secured site, to 
check our bona fides. 

Whatever happens to 
the site, the owners are 
determined to preserve 
the Art Deco-style war 
memorial.

IT was, fittingly, a very special 
Remembrance Day in Dinas 
Powys. 

The new arrangements for the centenary 
of the Armistice had been planned by a 
small committee chaired by Cllr John 
Fanshaw that had been meeting over the 
last six months.

their members sounded Last Post before the 
two-minute silence and Rouse after. 

Dinas Powys Rotary Club and police 
youth volunteers helped PC Emma Mudie 
with traffic control. 

Many thanks must go to the community 
council staff who worked with the police 
and various village organisations to ensure 
the success of the Armistice Day 
arrangements. 

The staff published the order of service 
booklet in consultation with local historian 
Derek Brushett which included the details 
of every known person from Dinas Powys 
and Michaelston-le-Pit who died in conflict 
in the two World Wars. 

At the service, the names of the Fallen 
were read out by Arthur Coxon and Alan 
Johannson, including the name of William 
Oliver, the youngest to die, aged only 14. 

Cllr Fanshaw said that it was heartening 
that so many had supported the day and 
thanked all those who worked so diligently 


to ensure that the Armistice Day services 
and other events to commemorate the 
centenary of the end of the First World War 
were such a success. 

He also expressed his gratitude to the 
Rector, the Rev Andrew James, who led 
both services.

The scammers are telling 
people they have a rat problem in 
their home and are asking the 
residents for money to eliminate 
the problem - which does not 
exist. 

This is a particularly active time 
of year for rogue traders and 
scammers. 

Residents may also be told that 
work needs doing to their home or 
garden, or the caller may pretend 
to be from the council or other 


official body. 

Spread the word to family and 
friends - turn away doorstep 
callers and to hang up the phone if 
they are made to feel under 
pressure in any way. 

Always remember: 

• Be cautious when answering a 
knock at your door or a telephone 
call; 

• Do not give them any personal 
information e.g bank details, 
passwords or PIN numbers; 

• Don’t reply, download 
attachments or click on links in 
suspicious emails; 

• If you are concerned, do not 
let strangers into your house. 

Be careful if something:

A similar revolution 
has take place in the 
making of ciders, and 
The Butterfly Collector 
stocks 20 different 
varieties at any one 
time - with flavours 
ranging from 
elderflower to gin and 
tonic and on to rhubarb. 

When it comes to real 
ales, eight different 
casks are available for 
sampling, and they are 
changed regularly. It’s 
unlikely that you will be 


offered the same beer 
twice at The Butterfly 
Collector. 

Many more craft 
beers are available on 
draft and in bottles, and 
you can also try wines 
and artisan Welsh 
spirits. 

Gareth says the pub 
promotes conversation - 
the aim is to be a 
traditional pub with a 
modern format. 

Opening hours are 
11am to 11pm, seven 
days a week, and he is 
thrilled that he has 
already been given 
CAMRA accreditation - 
there are only five 
others in the Vale and 
Bridgend. 

Gareth added: “I 
don’t mind harking back 
to times gone by. The 
Butterfly Collector is a 
good pub, with good 
beer and good people - 
and plenty of variety. 

“Since we opened, we 
have had amazing 
support from people in 
Barry, and for that we 
are extremely grateful.”

AT Last week’s 
meeting our guest 
speaker was Dean 
Powell, who was a 
journalist and now 
spends his free time 
delving into local 
history, and is also 
an active member of 
the Treorchy Male 
Voice Choir. 

He brought along

not only referred to the 
Treorchy choir but also 
such similar such choirs 
as the Pendyrus and 
Morriston. 

These choirs almost 
certainly date back to 
1890s when the valley 
communities were 
burgeoning due to the 
new-found wealth of 
coal. 

Besides new towns 
being created in the 
valleys and 
collieries 
communities 
houses, roads, 
schools and places of 
worship to name but a 
few of the requisites. 

Many communities’ 
places of worship did not 
have organs or pianos to 
accompany worship and 
there started to appear 
numerous choirs with 
employees from the 
collieries as choristers. 

These choirs firstly 
began in the local public

thirsty work. Many of the 
choirs had musical 
directors who had no 
training musically but 
their achievements were 
monumental; awards 
were won at eisteddfods 
and inter-valley 

competitions. 

Queen Victoria 

commanded that the 
Treorchy choir perform 
in her presence, such was 
the royal command they 
were invited to return, 
requests from other 
events followed not only 
in the UK but worldwide 
as far as the USA and 
Australia. 

In recent years

Adrian Burder from Cowbridge had a passion 
for animal welfare and changed the lives of 
millions of dogs for the better. 


TRIBUTES have 
been paid to Dogs 
Trust CEO Adrian 
Burder who died 
unexpectedly 
following a short 
illness. 

Mr Burder (53), who 
lived in Cowbridge, was 
described by staff at the 
charity described him as 
an “inspirational leader” 
and “a humorous, kind 
man with a quick wit and 
a dry sense of humour”. 

Jim Monteith, Dogs 
Trust acting CEO, said: 
“Adrian was one of a 
kind - his passion for 
animal welfare changed 
the lives of millions of 
dogs in the 24 years he 
was at Dogs Trust. 

“He will be terribly 
missed by staff, trustees 
and volunteers past and 
present, and we are so 
grateful for his 
immeasurable con¬ 
tribution to making the 
world a better place for 
man’s best friend. 

“We are all still letting 
this tragic news sink in. 

“Adrian has been an 
integral part of our 
charity for so many 
years, as a hugely 
successful fundraiser and 
then as CEO since 2014. 
Adrian is Dogs Trust and 
we will continue our 
work in his memory.” 

Suzie Carley, 

executive director, Dogs 
Trust Ireland, said Mr 
Burder was passionate 
about improving the lives 
of dogs: “Adrian didn’t 
just drive Dogs Trust, it 
drove him. 

“He was thankful 
every single day for the 
opportunity to lead an 
organisation that he cared 
so deeply about. 

“His love of dogs and 
his passion for improving 
their lives throughout the 
world is testament to the 
incredible legacy he has 
left behind.” 

Before starting at the 
National Canine Defence 
League (the precursor to 
Dogs Trust) in 1994, Mr 
Burder had worked in 
marketing for the British 


Union for the Abolition 
of Vivisection. 

But it was at Dogs 
Trust that he made his 
greatest impact, starting 
out as the charity’s first 
fundraiser and eventually 
becoming chief 

executive in 2014. 

On becoming CEO, he 
commented: “I’m 

obsessive about the 
charity. Having the 
chance to lead an 
organisation you love is a 
great honour.” 

Under his guidance, 
Dogs Trust’s income rose 
from £3 million in 2004 
to £104 million in the 
year 2016 to 2017. 

It meant more 
rehoming centres and 
many more dogs cared 
for. 

In 1994 there were 
nine rehoming centres - 
now Dogs Trust has 21 
centres. Last year staff 
cared for 15,446 stray, 
abandoned and 

relinquished dogs. 

At Mr Burder’s 
insistence, every element 
of the design at the 
rehoming centres, was 
directed to give dogs the 
maximum welfare and 
comfort. 

He reinvigorated the 
charity’s dog sponsorship 
programme which meant 


that dogs unsuitable for 
rehoming could be 
looked after for the rest 
of their lives at Dogs 
Trust centres. 

In recent years, he 
played a pivotal role in 
the government’s 

decision to make 
microchipping com¬ 
pulsory for all dogs in the 
UK. 

In recent years, he 
chose to spend any 
holiday time in south 
Wales, taking his own 
rescue dogs Ruby and 
Skipper on long coastal 
walks. 

He was a keen rugby 
fan and had regular email 
discussions with coll¬ 
eagues on Wales’ 
progress in the Six 
Nations Championship. 

Mr Burder was keen to 
do more in Wales and 
was thrilled when Cardiff 
Council granted planning 
permission for a new dog 
rehoming centre to be 
built in the Splott area of 
Cardiff. 

The new centre is due 
to open in 2020. 

Mr Burder's funeral 
will take place at 12 
noon on Friday, 
November 30 at Holy 
Cross Church, 

Cowbridge.

Penarth’s Remembrance began 
by remembering the town’s VCs 



NOVEMBER’S 
Armistice centenary 
commemorations 
saw thousands 
across town come 
together to 

remember the 
momentous 
ceasefire in the 
Great War. 

To mark the occasion, 
Penarth’s communities 
had collaborated to 
remember the sacrifices 
made during World War 
One, the efforts of and 
effects on survivors, and 
the social changes that 
followed. 

On November 9, 
Penarth Town Council 
planted a 

commemorative oak at 
Cliff Walk on behalf of 
the town. In a service 
presided over by Rev 
Peter Cox, the Town 
Mayor Cllr Jon Luxton 
dedicated the tree, 
donated by Roger Mundy 
in memory of his late 
father Flying Officer AL 
(Les) Mundy. 

Flying Officer Mundy 
was initially Adjutant 
latterly Commanding 
Officer of No 2071 
Squadron (Stamford 
Town) Air Training 
Corps from July 15,1943 
until his untimely death 
at 42 years of age on 
January 21, 1949. 

Following his death 
his ashes were brought 
from Nottingham, where 
he died, and scattered in 
the churchyard of St 
Augustine’s Church, 
Penarth. 

At the Garden of 
Remembrance a large 
service took place to 
dedicate two new 
memorial stones to 
Penarth’s Victoria Cross 
recipients, Capt Richard 
Wain and Sgt Samuel 
Pearse. 

Secured with the help 
of Dr Jonathan Hicks, the 
stones were dedicated in 
the presence of the 
families of both soldiers. 

Along with many 
hundreds of members of 
the public, guests 
included representatives 
of the Australian 
Government, LCDR 


Brad Rhodes; the Royal 
Tank Regiment, Colonel 
Commandant RTR, Maj 
General John Patterson 
CB and officers from the 
Regiment from 

Tidworth; the Royal 
Fusiliers, Major Mick 
McCarthy and Colonel 
Nick Beswick; staff and 
pupils from Llandaff 
Cathedral School, the 
Lord Lieutenant and 
Chris Coode and Robin 
Mellor of the Great War 
Society, who stood watch 
over the stones in period 
uniform. 

As part of the service 
by Rev Cox, Penarth 
Civic Society planted a 
rowan tree which was 
dedicated by Vaughan 
Gething AM. Victoria 
Primary School 

contributed a display of 
hand painted memorial 
stones. 

Philip Morris of the 
Royal British legion 
performed Last Post and 
the Rouse and Richard 
James and Matthew 
Salisbury of the Legion 
led tributes, along with 
the Town Mayor and Dr 
Hicks. 

Following the service, 
Penarth Town Council 
held the Penarth 
Remembers memorial 
event at the Paget 
Rooms. 

This was attended by 
over a thousand visitors, 
where along with hearing 
the stories of Capt Wain 
and Sgt Pearse was an 
opportunity to see 
numerous projects 
developed by community 
groups and schools, 
memorabilia, history 
displays, music and film. 

Dozens of community 
groups and individuals 
exhibited displays, with 
hundreds of children 
representing all schools 
in Penarth and helping to 
pass on the lessons of the 
Great War and its after¬ 
effects. 

Guests were moved 
by the performances of 
musicians from St Cyres 
School and a choir led by 
Rosemary Cook. 

On Saturday, St 
Augustine’s Church held 
an Open Church Extra 
which allowed visitors to 



learn more on the Roll of 
Honour memorial. 

At All Saints’ Church, 
an open day showcased 
the 32 young men from 
the parish who perished 
in the War. 

November 11 saw 
Penarth’s largest 

Remembrance Sunday 
and Armistice Day 
Parade in many years. 

Thousands joined the 
parade through the town, 
before pausing for the 
wreath-laying and two 
minute silence at the 
Garden of 

Remembrance. The 
parade, organised by the 
Royal British Legion, 
continued to St 
Augustine’s Church 
where a full congregation 
observed the 

Remembrance service, 
led by Rev Mark Jones. 

Following the service, 
the parade continued to 
Penarth’s Ex 

Servicemen’s Club. 

At Stan well School, 
Stanwell Remembers 
honoured the sacrifices 
made. On November 8, a 
pop-up museum was 
visited by many and 
included tributes 

from current students and 
those from local primary 
schools. In addition, the 
performing arts students 
brought some of the 
stories of these men to 
life through drama, 
music and dance. 

Remembrance events 
were also observed at 
Penarth Yacht Club and 
local business Glass By 


Design organised a town 
window display based on 
the 32 Penarth lives that 
were lost during the war. 
Wireart poppies are still 
in place in shop windows 
of independent retailers, 
with information on each 
of the men who died, the 
Roll of Honour. 

Events continue on 
Thursday, November 15 
with No Petticoats Here 
at Penarth Ex 
Servicemen’s Club, 
exploring the lives of 
inspirational First World 
War women through 
original songs and 
storytelling.

WINTER must 
eventually set in, 
and the bees are 
well aware of this. 

They have adjusted to 
the shorter daylight 
periods and disposed of 
all of the drones (male 
bees). 

However, the very 
mild conditions are 
allowing foraging to 
continue and queens are 
still laying - colony 
numbers should be 
reducing! 

If mild weather does 
continue, will I see 
colony expansion and 
even preparations for 
swarming? Not a far¬ 
fetched theory I might 
add, the climate is 
changing. The bees will 
adjust, and so must the 
beekeeper. 

This is all very 
confusing to those new 
to beekeeping when all 
the literature is telling 
them that the bees will 
shut down (not 
hibernate) and they can 
be left to get on with it 
until spring of next year. 
That has been the norm 
until now. 

As you will be aware 
from previous articles, 
the Varroa mite gets 
serious attention from 
me and, yes, I am still 
counting them. 

Consider the numbers 
present in my Number 7 
colony: 3,023 - and this 
is just from an 11-day 
period. This converts to 
approximately 200 mites 
dying every day without 
any introduced control 
measures. 

Such a large number 
does mean that there is a 
large amount of brood 
(larvae) present in the 
colony and this presence 
gives the Varroa the 
opportunity to enter a 
cell prior to it being 
sealed. 

Once the cell is sealed 
and the larvae 
commences its 
metamorphosis cycle, 
the invading Varroa 
(adult female primed to 
produce) does just that. 

One Varroa goes in 
and eventually as the 
new bees emerge, at 
least five mites emerge 
with it. 

Lots of mites equates 
to lots of brood to breed 
on. 

After some 20 years- 
plus we are still not able 
to eradicate this serious 
invader. Whatever we 
come up with as a 
control measure, the 
mites come up with their 
own antidote. 

There are still those 
who are convinced that 
they have no Varroa - 
you do! 


Harold Williams 
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Is my parking 
fine? Not for some 
in the Vale... 


THE streets where people are 
most likely to get a parking 
fine in the Vale have been 
revealed. 

Windsor Road in Penarth has seen 
the most penalty charge notices so far 
this year with 359 from the start of 
April to October 25. 

Holton Road in Barry had a total 
of 261 fines in that time, while Glebe 
Street in Penarth had 180. 

During the whole of 2017/18, 
Windsor Road had 771 fines, Holton 
Road had 540 and Glebe Street had 
289. 

The number of parking tickets in 
Holton Road in 2017/18 had fallen 
dramatically from the 1,308 issued 
there a year earlier. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson said: “Is this because there 
are fewer drivers ignoring the rules 
when parking, or have the officers 
made fewer visits to Barry town 
centre than in previous years, and so 
are booking fewer people? 

“We need to see the number of 
visits that the enforcement officers 
are making, so we can judge whether 
fewer people are breaking the rules, 
or just that officers just aren’t there to 
book them. 

“If there are genuinely fewer traffic 
problems on Holton Road, then that 
calls into question the need for car 
parking charges in the centre of 
Barry.”

2015/16, Holton Road, Barry - 
875; Windsor Road, Penarth - 489; 
Paget Road, Barry - 419. 

2016/17, Holton Road, Barry- 
1,308; Windsor Road, Penarth - 706; 
Paget Road, Barry - 489. 

2017/18, Windsor Road, Penarth - 
771; Holton Road, Barry - 540; 

Glebe Street Penarth - 289. 

2018/19, (up to October 25) 
Windsor Road, Penarth - 359; Holton 
Road, Barry - 261 Glebe Street, 
Penarth - 180. 

Since April 2013, the Vale Council 
and Bridgend County Borough 
Council have enforced parking 
regulations under a shared service. 

In the Vale, there are currently five 
civil enforcement officers based at the 
Alps Depot in Wenvoe. A council 
report said that no targets are set and 
fines are only issued “if they believe 
a contravention has occurred”. 

The Civil Parking Enforcement 
Service is supposed to be “self- 
financing,” but in 2017/18 it had a 
deficit of £19,500 - after three 
consecutive years of marking a 
surplus. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: 
“The role of civil enforcement 
officers is to identify illegal and 
irresponsible parking in an effort to 
keep roads clear and safe. 

“Maintaining traffic flow is 
particularly important in town centres 
where poor parking can cause 
obstruction and congestion. In most 
instances, before issuing a ticket, 
officers will attempt to explain why 
an individual should not be parked 
illegally.”

Ciela Lewis 
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McQueen’s Widows are 
impressive, if flawed... 


S TEVE 

MCQUEEN’S 
star has risen 
considerably in the 
last decade. The 
Turner Prize 
winner’s debut 
feature Hunger was 
a coruscating piece 
of filmmaking, and 
from there he has 
made Shame , and 
the Oscar-winning 
12 Years A Slave. 

Not known for stories 
with too much light, his 
latest film, Widows 
(based on the Lynda La 
Plante mini-series from 
the early 1980s), tells 
the story of Veronica 
(Viola Davis), whose 
husband Harry (Liam 
Neeson) is a robbery 
expert. When Harry 
and his crew are 
ambushed and killed, 
and their van containing 
$2 million blows up, 
Veronica finds herself in 
debt to the man whose 
money they had - local 
criminal kingpin Jamal 
Manning (Brian Tyree 
Henry). 

When she uncovers 
one of Harry’s plans to 
steal $5 million, she 
calls upon the widows 
of his crew (Elizabeth 
Debicki and Michelle 
Rodriguez) to help her 
carry out the robbery, 
and hopefully stop 
Manning and his quick¬ 


tempered brother 
Jatemme (Daniel 
Kaluuya) from coming 
after them... 

From the opening 
sequence, where we cut 
between the nitty-gritty 
of a robbery getaway in 
the back of a van to 
serene moments shared 
between Veronica and 
Harry, you realise 
Widows is going to be a 
little more smarter and 
stylish than your 
average crime thriller. 

So it proves, a film 
where an incredible cast 
and superb direction 
overcome a narrative 
that feels a little 
familiar and worn to 
make for an impressive, 
if flawed, piece of 
work. 

For a director who is 
so comfortable 
balancing style with 
substance, Steve 
McQueen does an 
excellent job here. He 
brings a level of beauty 
and intimacy to the 
story and the characters, 
the film looking 
gorgeous. 

He shows he can 
ramp up the tension 
with several scenes 
perfectly bubbling to 
the surface, while the 
heist sequences are shot 
with real care and are 
cleverly and well- 
orchestrated. 

But, importantly, he 
doesn’t lose sight of the

characters themselves. 
This is a film that is, 
first and foremost, 
about the people 
involved. What he and 
co-writer Gillian Flynn 
(author of Gone Girl) 
are smart enough to do 
is root the story in the 
characters, but refuse to 
paint them as 
archetypes. 

Each character has 
their motivations and 
reasons for their 
behaviour, but there are 
always more layers to 
unravel and that, allied 
to an impeccable cast, 
means that you are 
prepared to overlook the 
plot’s rather predictable 
nature as you find 
yourself caught up in 
those on the screen. 


Viola Davis plays 
hard and cold to 
perfection, but here she 
shows cracks, the 
impact of events in her 
life coming up for air 
while trying to hold it 
together to stave off the 
Manning brothers, 
while Elizabeth Debicki 
is superb as the woman 
who, post-robbery, has 
nowhere to turn and 
sees her involvement in 
the robbery as the 
opportunity to assert the 
independence she never 
knew she had. 

Michelle Rodriguez 
gets a rare opportunity 
outside of the 
blockbuster world and 
shows how good she 
can be, while Cynthia 
Erovo (the Broadway 
star in only her second 
big screen outing) 
impacts with a small but 
strong role. 

There’s plenty to 
chew on in terms of 
sub-plots as well. Colin 
Farrell and Robert 
Duvall’s father-son 
clash sparks, as the 
latter aims to get the 
former to succeed him 
as Alderman of the 18th 
District of Chicago, 
while Brian Tyree 
Henry’s Jamal 
Manning, a criminal 
determined to straighten 
up in order to survive 
who goes up against 
Farrell, engages - all 
the performances 


(including Daniel 
Kaluuya’s chilling turn) 
delivering. 

The only drawback 
of the film is the 
plotting, which 
sometimes feels a little 
too austere and cold, 
especially when the 
plight of the titular 
widows is so great. You 
find yourself engrossed 
in the characters, but it’s 
due more to the 
performances than the 
way they are written. 

That foible aside, this 
is still a superb film, 
one that will most 
certainly keep you 
captivated by the strong 
performances and 
excellent direction - 
with Widows, Steve 
McQueen has made 
another tremendous 
film. 

VERDICT: It’s a 
Steve McQueen genre 
film, his broadest yet, 
and while Widows may 
lack a little spark in the 
plotting department, it’s 
more than made up for 
in terms of the 
tremendous 
performances from a 
stellar cast and some 
wonderful directorial 
touches. Impressive, if a 
touch flawed, this is still 
a compelling effort. 
Recommended.

I AM not a person who drives very fast 
anywhere, really - because I am used to 
driving around in my VW UP! 

Although it’s the GTi version, it still only has 
115BHP which by today’s standards is not fast at 
all. So, when Seat dropped me off the Leon ST

Power and Efficiency: My test car was fitted 
with 2.0-litre TSi engine that manages to complete

Plant your foot all the way 
into the carpet and you will achieve a max speed of 
155 mph. 

So, what’s all the fuss about then? Well, it’s the 
way the Leon gets you to where you want to go, and 
at such a pace that you need to restrain yourself 
from going totally bonkers. 

The sheer acceleration of the Leon boggles the

all day long - roads permitting, of course. No 
wonder it has a ‘CUPRA’ setting and I suggest you 
only engage that setting if you know how to handle 
a fast car. 

On the road: As you would expect from a 
CUPRA, the handling is poised, thanks to Seat 
doing a proper job of setting up the suspension 
which is controlled and gives the Leon a planted 
feel on the road. 

The ride can be quite harsh, especially for those 
of you who wanted a softer approach; although the 
Leon CUPRA ST is a car you buy because you want 
it to do ah things a normal estate can’t, with the 
added bonus of Seat’s 4Drive which keeps 
everything in check - meaning it pretty much sticks 
to the road under most conditions. 

All of this, of course, improves the high speed 
cornering response of the Leon by keeping you 
firmly planted onto the road ahead. 

Road and wind noise are not a problem for the 
CUPRA ST either, as Seat have refined it well to 



deal with additional noise from the onset. The only 
noise you will get is from that wonderful 2.0TSi 
engine and that burble of 300PS thundering down 
the road. 

Design and Technology: As you would expect 
from Seat, the cabin materials are of a good quality 
and you can see that there has been no penny 
pinching on the interior - and all-around visibility 
is good. 

Seating is a big plus point in the ST, and it 
shows. A large family needs lots of rear legroom 
and the ST does not disappoint here either. 


The Leon CUPRA ST also comes with a large 
amount of tech and extras that you wouldn’t find in 
a normal estate. Below is just a small amount of 
what you can expect: 

9” CUPRA machined ahoy wheels, exclusive 
CUPRA front and rear bumpers, red brake callipers 
(front and rear) with CUPRA logo, digital cockpit, 
Front sport seats in Alcantara, flat bottomed,

BARRY Town 
welcome JD Welsh 
Premier League 
champions The New 
Saints to Jenner 
Park this Saturday 
for a match that 
could see either end 
up topping the 
table. 

With Barry contesting 
a gripping 2-2 draw at 
Connah’s Quay Nomads 
last weekend, both Town 
and Nomads now sit on 
29 points at the head of 
the national division. 

Meanwhile, a 

stuttering Saints side 
were beaten 1-0 at home 
by Caernarfon Town on 
Friday, with Nathan 
Craig’s late penalty kick 
proving the difference 
maker. 

Flagship professionals 
TNS can reclaim top spot 
with victory at Jenner 
Park on Saturday, a 
ground they have won at 
one each of their 
previous three visits. 

A win or a draw for 
Barry though would send 
Gavin Chesterfield’s side 
to the summit again, a 
position they ever-so- 
briefly held in Dee side 
last Saturday. 

After hitting Llanelli 
for six the previous 
weekend and scoring 
three without reply in the 
corresponding fixture 
last season, Connah’s 
Quay were expected to 
pose Barry problems and 
wasted little time in 
taking the game to the 
visitors. 

After 18 minutes, 
Michael Bakare found 
his breakthrough,

For over half an hour 
Nomads had their way 
with Barry, yet with only 
a single goal for their 
efforts, the league leaders 
remained liable to a 
counter-attack.

The goal was Touray’s 
sixth of the season, yet 
few can have been 
celebrated so wildly by 
the travelling Barry 
supporters, who had seen 
their side go from a goal 
adrift to leading at the 
break, and top of the JD 
Welsh Premier League! 

With a lead now to 
defend, the second period 
was a compelling and 
frenetic 45 minutes, duly 
following the tone set by 
those final minutes of the 
first half.

A NATION let 
out a 
collective 
sigh of relief just 
after 7.15pm last 
Saturday, as Wales 
finally managed to 
defeat Australia. 

The ‘13 defeats in a 
row’ statistic hung 
heavily over the 
Principality Stadium all 
afternoon. Whether it 
was just a jinx, or 
evidence that Wales 
were missing something 
crucial, depended on 
whether you are a ‘glass 
half full’ or ‘glass half 
empty’ character. 

However, one thing 
that the optimists and 
pessimists would agree 
on is that you don’t end 
a sequence like that 
with a champagne 
rugby performance. 

This wasn’t even a 
Cava performance. 

Comparing what 
Wales and Australia 
served up to events 
down the M4 at 
Twickenham didn’t 
bode well for the future. 
Despite pouring rain, 
England and New 
Zealand handled 
brilliantly at times - 
particularly the Kiwis. 

In contrast, despite 
being protected from 
the elements by the 
Principality Stadium 
roof, handling errors 
became contagious as 
the match progressed. 

In one passage of 
play, Australia spilled 
the ball three times but 
kept possession as each 
time it went backwards. 
On another day, a Welsh 
hand or foot might have 
got to the ball and a 
breakaway might have 
led to something, but 
the hallmark of this 
match was that although 
there were plenty of 
errors, none led to a try. 

A sports report staple 
is to fasten on some 
crucial moments - 
preferably of brilliance, 
but failing that on 
errors, or maybe a 
refereeing controversy. 

Sadly, moments of 
brilliance were in short 
supply, but we did have 
the other two, and 
Leigh Halfpenny was 
involved in both. We’ll 
come back to these 
later. 

The game was full of 
promise at the start. 
Australia produced two 


slick three-quarter 
movements inside the 
first three minutes. The 
first led to a dangerous 
kick ahead that George 
North had to scramble 
into touch, while the 
second could well have 
been a try. 

Quick hands put 
centre Samu Kerevi 
clear with only Gareth 
Anscombe to beat but 
the powerful Aussie lost 
control as he tried to 
transfer the ball from 
one hand to the other, 
and the Welsh outside 
half was able to 
dislodge it. 

There was more 
pressure on Wales three 
minutes later when 
Bernard Foley launched 
a high kick that was 
taken very calmly by 
Leigh Halfpenny under 
his posts. 

A couple of minutes 
later it was Wales’ turn 
to put Australia under 
pressure, as they put 
together several phases 
before Anscombe 
chipped for Josh 
Adams, but it was just 
too long for the 
Worcester wing to get 
to. 

Adams would go on 
to be a definite success 
for Wales, solid in 
defence and always 
sharp and threatening in 
attack. 

Next, Wales put 
together a 13-phase 
attack, but it was slow 
going, with the back 
row of Pocock, Hooper 
and Dempsey stopping 
any quick recycling. 

It did, however, end 
with a penalty to Wales, 
a routine kick for 
Halfpenny, and 
eyebrows were raised 
when he sent it a foot 


wide. 

On the 20-minute 
mark normal service 
was resumed (we all 
assumed) when 
Australia were 
penalised at a scrum 
and Halfpenny kicked 
the three points. 

Soon after the restart, 
Australia put together a 
16-phase attack but the 
Welsh back row of 
Tipuric, Lydiate and 
Moriarty were equally 
successful in slowing 
down the opposition. 
Eventually, second row 
Adam Coleman gave a 
taste of what was to 
come when he dropped 
a straightforward pass. 

The play was 
resolutely stuck in 
midfield until, after 32 
minutes, Dan Lydiate 
was offside and Foley 
kicked the penalty to 
bring the scores level. 

It was Australian 
pressure for the next 
five minutes until, after 
one very slick attack, 
they were penalised at 
the breakdown and 
Anscombe’s penalty 
took Wales into the 
opposition 22. 

They attacked from 
the line out and the 
Australians were 
penalised almost bang 
in front of their posts 
just 25 metres out. It 
was a routine kick for 
Halfpenny and there 
was a gasp of 
astonishment when he 
missed. It was as if 
Francesco Molinari had 
suddenly shanked an 
eight iron. 

The normally 
impassive kicker looked 
aghast and put his hands 
to his head in shock, 
and the half time 
whistle sent him back to 


the dressing room to 
think things through. 

It had not been a 
good game to watch, 
but the second half 
started well, with plenty 
of movement. After six 
minutes, however, 
George North limped 
off, hopefully as a 
precautionary measure, 
but Wales were not 
significantly weakened 
as he was replaced by 
Liam Williams. 

After 10 minutes, 
Foley declined an easy 
three points, electing to 
kick the penalty into the 
corner, but Wales 
defended the attempted 
driving maul and were 
awarded the scrum. 

Soon after Australia 
were once again 
awarded a penalty in a 
kickable position, but 
again Foley kicked for 
the comer. It was even 
worse this time as the 
line out was messed up 
and Wales cleared the 
ball again - Jonathan 
Davies launching a 
massive kick downfield, 
resulting in Wales 
gaining a scrum in an 
attacking position. 

Last week against 
Scotland, Tomos 
Williams replaced 
Gareth Davies at scmm 
half for perhaps the last 
10 minutes, but this 
time he came on with 
25 minutes still to play. 
A reward for looking 
assured last week, 
perhaps. 

However, mistakes 
were still happening. 
Jonathan Davies and 
Josh Adams combined 
well to make 20 metres 
or so but then, as he 
was attempting to work 
the blind side, Tomos 
Williams nudged the 


ball forward. 

Soon after, Wales 
turned the ball over in a 
promising position and 
Ellis Jenkins (on for 
Dan Lydiate) kicked 
ahead when there was 
no need. 

Soon after, Tomos 
Williams made a good 
break and desperate 
Australian defence led 
to an easy penalty for 
Wales. It was from a 
similar position to 
Halfpenny’s shock miss 
and this time he made 
it, but only just, the ball 
scraping the inside of 
the post. It was not an 
‘all is well again’ effort. 

Mistakes continued. 
Foley sent a long kick 
from near half way, 
designed to trap Wales 
in their own 22, but he 
overhit it and the ball 
went dead, giving Wales 
a scrum on the half way 
line. 

Shortly after, Foley 
was replace by Matt 
Toomua. 

Next, it was Wales’ 
turn to make a mistake. 
A promising backs 
move came to grief 
when Anscombe’s pass 
hit Cory Hill on the 
head (the second row 
may not have been the 
intended target) and 
Australia regained 
possession and kicked 
long - sparking the 


game’s biggest 
controversy. 

Halfpenny had plenty 
of time to collect and to 
clear, but Kerevi then 
flattened him long after 
the ball had gone. 

Referee Ben O’Keefe 
charitably ruled that 
Kerevi had attempted a 
charge down and had 
then been unaware that 
his momentum was 
taking him towards the 
Welsh full back. The 
crowd’s reaction to the 
big screen replay of 
Kerevi’s shoulder 
crashing into 
Halfpenny’s head was 
less charitable. 

An accident, said the 
ref, and to send the 
crowd into a raging 
fury, he ruled that after 
Halfpenny’s kick had 
been caught by an 
Australian, Wales had 
infringed and given a 
penalty away. 

Last week I 
commented that Alun 
Wyn Jones was quick to 
stop Elliot Dee arguing 
with the referee, but this 
time the Welsh captain 
was incensed, and I 
really can’t recall any 
Welsh captain straying 
so close to outright 
dissent. Fortunately, 
referee O’Keefe stayed 
in charitable mode. 

When it was time to 
take the penalty, it was 


probably Toomua’s first 
touch of the ball, and he 
faced a 45-metre kick 
from the touchline, but 
his nerve held and he 
made it 6-6. 

Halfpenny was taken 
off for a head impact 
assesment, replaced by 
Dan Biggar. Almost 
immediately, Wales 
were awarded a penalty 
when Australia’s 
substitute back row 
forward, Ned Hanigan, 
was too slow rolling 
away from a ruck. 

Just as his opposing 
substitute outside half 
had done, Biggar stayed 
cool and slotted the kick 
for a 9-6 Welsh win, 
and I can’t help 
wondering if the HIA 
was Wales’ lucky break. 

At half time, 
Halfpenny must have 
wracked his brain to 
work out what had 
caused those two 
misses - in particular 
the second. His 
successful penalty in the 
second half was 
unlikely to have settled 
his mind. 

There’s a famous 
quote in golf that was 
first said by Gene 
Littler, a very consistent 
American professional. 
Once, he unaccountably 
collapsed over the last 
six holes of a 72-hole 
tournament. 


In the press room, the 
first question was: 
“Gene, what 
happened?” 

His answer was: 
“Guys, if I knew what 
happened, it wouldn’t 
have happened.” 

I’m not sure that 
Leigh Halfpenny knew 
what happened, and if 
he had stepped up to 
take that vital penalty, it 
would have been tense 
for everyone. 

Now, he can look at 
the video, get back on 
the practice ground, 
work out what 
happened, and put his 
mind at rest. That’s the 
way to put that blip 
behind him, but the last 
few minutes of a 
mistake-ridden game, 
with a 13-year hoodoo 
at stake, would have 
been a cruel test. 

This Saturday it will 
be Tonga, and the 
Welsh coaching team 
has indicated that key 
players will be 
‘rested’ - if that’s the 
right term for a 
programme of 
conditioning to get them 
ready for the final 
autumn fixture against 
South Africa. 

One thing is certain, 
the Principality Stadium 
won’t be too pleased 
with a 9-6 win over 
Tonga.
